Farm Mortgages Satisfied. 

That evidences of returning 
prosperity to agriculture continue 
is a fact worth noting. In speak- 
ing thereof the American Agricul- 
turit/temutla that the surplus of 
money, of which the public prints 
make so much, is not confined to 
the financial centers of the east, 
but is a matter of fact in the mid- 
dle states and central west. In 
Nebraska the secretary of state is 
compiling a list of mortgages filed 
and released for the past year, and 
it is believed this will show an ex- 
cess of mortgages satisfied ovar 
those filed for the previous year of 
150,000,000, and mostly satisfied 
through cash considerations, with 
relatively few pointing to fore- 
closure. It is worthy of note that 
most of these mortgages were paid 
off by tbe agricultural and stock- 
raising element. What is true of 
Nebraska is true in a greater or less 
degree of other states where liberal 
crops and fair prices have enabled 
farmers to make a showing on the 
right side of the ledger. 

A node! Road Law. 
The road law now in force in 
New Jersey furnishes probably the 
best illustration of the effect of 
modern methods as applied to the 
construction and maintenance ot 
public highways. Under this law 
the abutting property pays ten per 
cent, of the cos^ of construction, 
while the State pays one-third and 
the county the remainder. These 
proportions would, of course, vary 
in different States because of local 



conditions, but the principle of 
distributing tbe espansa is appli- 
cable to every State. Ii would be 
unjust to require tbe^ata to pay 
the entire aapaasa. Tb« county, 
which furnishes nearly all the traf- 
fic passing over tbe road, should 
contribute a generous share; and 
the abutting property, being en- 
hanced in value by the existence of 
tharaad, a b eald baas a fair pco* 
portion. In fact, the increased 
selling value of farm lands in New 
Jersey has eo farexcaedad the cost 
of the roads as to prove a source 
of unexpected profit to the owners, 
while tba aa^ aa4 maapansive 
means of reaching the markets at 
all season adds materially to the 
income darivad from fam pcoducts. 
So universally popular is the law 
that more petitions for new roads 
are filed than can be granted 
promptly, and almost the entire 
tine of the Highway Commissioner 
is occupied in basriag the pleas of 
iarmers who urge immediate con- 
sideration of their claims. The 
Now lanajr law, bae a aa e of the 
length of time it has been in oper- 
ation, offers the best opportunity 
to tboaa who deaire to acquaint 
themselves with the merits of the 
State aid system, though the Hig- 
bla- A rm s trong law in New York 
and the Hamilton road law in Penn- 
sylvania, more recently enacted, 
areopantiag to tbe eatire satis- 
faction of tba citisaas of those 
States.

"Tbadady papers racantly contained a 
notice warang people to ba on the lookout 
for swiodlafs wbe war* going from bouse 
to boose selling what purported to be fine 
soap at t6 a box. Investigalioa showed 
that ooly the top layer was good soap, ibe 
remainder being of a very inferior quality 
Why it ia that people will persist in buyinn 
of tbasa peddlers and fakirs, is one of 
those Inesplicabia thing* that are too deep 
for human undoralanding. Tba bouse 
wife thinks she bas a cbanca to economize, 
and she buys enough soap, or needles, or 
picture frames to lurnish a small store, 
and finds out later that sbe conld bave 
porcbaaad a batter ariicia for laaa BMaay 
of her homo merchant. 

' She aboald stop and raoafflbar oc- 
casioaally that her bosl>and make* his 
living by the profit derived trom tbe busi- 
nees he does with bis neighbors, and it is 
00 more than right thai she shnulil spend 
aa much of that money at home as she 
possibly cso. I( sbe will buy her grocer- 
ies, her meat and her clothing of her home 
marcbants. abe will, nine limes oat of ten, 
gat batlar goods for bar aHMsy, aed at the 
aaBatioM nakea fnandof (bamorcbaot 
froaa wboai abe boys. 

"Tba boma man will go to a great deal 
more trouble to aee that she is satisried, 
knowing that if bo pleases her, he ulll 
bave her for a regular customer If she 
goes away from home to buy abe gets her 
goods from strangers who don't care par- 
tieslarly whatber or not sbo ia givae value 
reoeivad, as all tbey are looking for is tbe 
preflt on tbe immediate sale. Then the 
moaay she spends away from home bas 
aoaa oat o( circulation in her neighbor- 
bood, and the community is made poorer 

"Suppose, for instance, the lawyer's 
wife received )j to pay her hill ,ti tbe 
comer grocery, 'i be grocer goes to the 
dry goods store aaarby, and paya lor bis 
wlla's eaw drass; the dry goods maicbant 
runs down to the coal dealer, and eettles 
bis little bill, Ihe coal man pays bis doctor 
bill: tbe dorlnr makes a payment on his 
spring sun: ili'' clothier bunts up Ihe 
aforesaid lawyer, and gives him (5 as a 
retainer: and the next Monday tbe lawyer s 
wife has Ihe same flve-dollar bill to pay 
bar gracar agaia. Radprociiy is what we 
araat. A large amonni of money in a 
community dossn't necessarily imply pros- 
perity. II ia tba circulation tbe money 
gets that makes us all bappy and con- 
tented.
